free coinage of silver at the ratio of six­ 
teen to one:

The Hlll-llryan Conference. 


Ex-Benator Hill returned from Lincoln 
Monday, and it may be said that his re­ 
turn did not cause as great a sensation 
as did his departure.

silence which he maintained and which 
he explained by saying; "Mr. Bryan and 
myself agreed that nothing should be 
said regarding the conference between 
us," did not serve to whet the political 
appetite very much. 
Of course, it was

The fact is that the vice presidential 
situation is Interwoven with the plat­ 
form, If there is a simple reaflirmatlon 
of the Chicago platform some New Yorh 
man may be selected for vice president 
In the hope that he will assist in carry­ 
ing that state. If there is a specific dec­ 
laration ior sixteen to one then Towne 
may be Bryan’s running mate. 
It is 
pointed out as not quite conceivable that 
a convention which would refuse to, make 
a speciilc declaration for sixteen to one, 
with a view of carrying some of the east­ 
ern states, woul(| nominate Towne, who 
left the republican party solely on the 
ground of his attachment to silver. 
It 
is conceded by all the democratic lead­ 
ers that Towne’s strength is in the west 
and on a silver platform, and that he 
would not be strong in the east on a 
modified platform. 


New York’s Position. 


New York is still an uncertain quan­ 
tity In the field. It is still asserted that 
she has no candidate, although there is 
more genuine activity in the Sulzer can­ 
vass than any other that is being made. 
Mr. Sulzer, while a New York man, is 
not the candidate of New York, and is 
making his canvass outside of that dele­ 
gation. That the delegation under favor­ 
able conditions, such as concessions in 
the platform, would unite on some other 
man seems to be perfectly understood, 
but It would undoubtedly be brought 
about by a movement from outside the 
state. 
Whether the convention would 
unite on Danforth or Van Wyck is un­ 
certain. because of the personality of 
Hill.

Grand Rapids, Mich., July 3.—The 
big reservoir of the citj’ waterwcrlvs 
system, located in an elevated situa­ 
tion in the hilly district in the norti.- 
ern part of the city, burst at five a. 
m. 
More than 100,000,000 gallons oi 
water were let loose and rushed down 
through the valley adjacent, flooding 
an area peopled by about 9,000 per­ 
sons. 
Many dwellings were w’a&hed 
away, others were badly 
damaged, 
and all those within a district three 
blocks square were either wholly or 
partly filled with sand. Broken build­ 
ings, furniture and utensils and ruined 
elYects of all kinds added to the hope­ 
less aspect of the scene. None of the 
buildings damaged was of costly char­ 
acter, as they were for the most part 
homes of workingmen. 
The 
tracks 
of the Detroit, Grand Haven & Mil­ 
waukee railroad, a 
short 
distance 
north of the reservoir, were 
under­ 
mined and trains on that road were 
obliged to make a detour via other 
roads. 


The break was first seen by Burt 
Botsford, a boy, delivering morning 
newspapers. It was then only a tiny 
stream, but, realizing the importance 
of his discovery, the lad aroused hun­ 
dreds from sleep and urged them to 
escape. 


The reservoir gave away at 
the 
gate house near Livingston 
street, 
pouring down hill a stream 30 feet 
wide and ten feet deep. 
A 
number 
of houses were swept 
from 
their 
foundations and carried away on the 
flood and crushed. Some streets were 
torn up to a depth of 40 feet. 
, 
Mrs. Cooper, of Claney street, vvae 
literally swept out of her house by 
the flood. She was carried to the bot­ 
tom of the hill and buried to her neck 
in sand. 
She was rescued alive, but 
will probably die. No other fatalities 
or serious injuries were reported. Ac­ 
cording to rough estimates the dam­ 
age will amount to $200,000.

of the prospects, Mr. Lobner said that 
with the building of the Nicaragua 
canal an eri^ of prosperity 
unprece­ 
dented in the history of the country 
would set in. The Nicaraguans, both 
in private and in olTicial life, are anx­ 
ious ior^ the construction by the Unit­ 
ed States of the interoceanic w ater­ 
way, and jthe foreigners wlK W’elcome 
the daj' w'hen the first shovelful of 
earth is turned in the commencement 
of the w’ork. 


“With the construction and opera­ 
tion of the canal 
by 
the 
United 
States,” said Mr. Lobner, ‘‘will com^ 
an era of peace and good times th a t 
the couutry has never hitherto 
en­ 
joyed. Political differences and devas­ 
tating rebellions and Central Ameri­ 
can wars would be done away with tb 
a great extent by reason of the United 
States’ influence.”

Surprised a t Delay. 


Washington, July’ 3.—Some surprise 
is expressed here in well-informed cir­ 
cles over the apparently inexplicable 
delay of the combined forces to move 
forward. It is felt that if a move is to 
be made tow'ard the capital it should 
be done promptly. The note of alarm 
has been sounded, said, a well-known 
diplomat, and something should, be 
done immediately. The fore« at hand 
at Tientsin is quit# large, and, while 
large number of Chinese imperial 
troops are located in and about the city, 
it Is said that most of them are loyal 
to the government. Although Peking 
s surrounded by the great wall, yet it 
is said the city' couild be approached 
without difficulty.

The Jasper County (Ind.) Oil and Ooi 
company has struck a gusher in Its ter 
ritory that has a capacity of 75 barrels 
a day of such an unusimlly high grade 
of lubricating oil that it is quoted at 
$7.60 a barrel and can be used for lubri­ 
cating purposes in its natural state. 
The well is a six-inch one, wa« struck 
on June 13 and is the first flowing oil 
well to be found in that territory. 


This company has entered the most 
northern and most eastern territory 
in what Is regarded as the Indiana oil 
and gas field, having about 5,000 acres 
in Jasper, Pulaski and Starke counties, 
and 7,000 still further north. Whether 
the oil field extends as far north as 
St. Joseph county remains to be deter­ 
mined, but, as Starke county adjoins 
that county, there exists the possibility 
that St. Joseph county may be in the 
oil territory. 


The ilowing w’ell just discovered was 
struck at a depth of 120 feet near Med- 
aryville, a small place in Pulaski coun­ 
ty not far from the Jasper county line. 
Besides this one the company has ten 
mills, one of which produces 100 bar­ 
rels in 10 hours. 
Owing to the easj’ 
depth at ■ which oil |s found the cost Is 
only about S75 a hole, so that there is 
but small loss when no oil is found. 


The company now' has five machines 
putting down wells, and will purchase 
pumping machinery and hnve it in op­ 
eration as soon as possible.
